The original state aid law pro\ ided 


that the state should pay half and 
tlie county pay hale llie cost o£ con- 
-stiticting state aid roads. To hasten 
Ihe building of roads an amendment 
to the law was made providing that 
counties might advance the entire 
cost of construction and that the 
state would refund a sum not in ex- 
cess of half the cost of the road. 
.Such roads arc known as 15-d roads. 


The reason that there has 
been 


no re-fund on these roads Is that there 
has never hcen an appropriation by 
the legislature for a refund. Coun- 


I'AU 


ties that have a considerable mile- 
age of 13-<J roads are beginning to 
demand a refund and it is certain 
that considerable 
pressure will be 


brought to bear on the next general 
assembly for a refund. It is v said 
that if such refund is provided it will 
be through an Increase, in the auto- 
mobile license fees or an automobile 
tax. 
It is certain that there will be 


very strong opposition to both these 
plans for increasing road revenues. 


But where a 15-d pavement was 


made a part of a state bond issue 
road the entire cost of the pavement 
has been refunded to the county. Jn 
Vermilion county three slate bond 
issue routes cross the county -anil 
these for the most part were laid 
down on ]!-tl roaus. For this rea- 
son huge sums have been refunded to 
that county.

The awkwardness of the existing 


syst-m vvil! appear presently, in tho 
consideration of pending postal mat- 
ters. 
Postmayter General Xew has 


transmitted to the senate within the 
last two weeks a fact-finding 
re- 


port in which he sets out that tiie 
carrying of letters costs a. certain 
-sum per pound, the carrying of peri- 
odicals a different sum and the car- 
rying of parcels post yet a dirfcr- 
ent sum. 


This report Is going to be attacked 


by those who might be called upon 


by the Implications of the report to 
pay higher postage rates.

But as postmaster general he Is sil- 
enced. Ho is not silenced by the con- 
stitution or by law. 
He Is silenced 


merely by the custom of the senate. 
The new innovation proposed could 
be put into effect by the senate at 
any minute of any day by a simple 
declaration.

WHAT AWAITS. 


To state for purposes of illustra- 


tion what is not likely to happen aa 
regards Russia, but It is quite Pos- 
sible to happen as regards any other 
country: 
Secretary 
Hushes 
may 


make a treaty. That treaty does not 
go into effect until it is ratified by 
the Senate. 'Under the existing sys- 
tem the man who has charge of the 
treaty in the Senate in tho chairman 
of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, who Is Senator Borah. If Sen- 
ator Borah does not like that treaty 
it will not fare well In the Senate.

The fortunes 
of that treaty should be intrusted 
not to one who disbelieves In It but 
(u one who believes In it. If Secre- 
tary Hughes' treaty Is not approved 
by whichever Senator happens to be 
chairman of 
the foreign 
relations 


committee it is hardly within human 
nature, even at, its best, to expect 
that the Senatorial custodian of the 
treaty will push it as vigorously or 
can make out as good a case for it 
as would be made out by the secre- 
tary of state who wrote it. 


TREATY TO FIXDOR.

governmental 
procedure, 
Secretary 


Hughes would carry the treaty pn to 
the Senate floor himself, would ex 
plain it, would argue Jn favor of it 
an-" would answer arguments against 
It. 


What has actually 'happened in re 


cent yenrs is this: Tne Secretary of 
State negotiates a treaty and sends 
It to the Senate. The Senate, under 
the regular procedure, deposits It in 
tho committee on foreign relations, 
which committee, as has usually hap 
pened in recent years, has a chair- 
man who is nearly all-powerful and 
who is unsympathetic to the treaty. 
Presently newspaper reports appear 
stating 
Indirectly, 
or 
upon 
the 


authority 
of anonymous 
Senators, 


that 
there 
are 
objections 
to the 


treaty. The Secretary of State may 
bo able to meet these objections. If 
he Is, his recourse is to inspire other 
Indirect statements In the newspa- 
pers giving the other side. On oc- 
casion the Secretary of State, know- 
ing that the chairman of the senate 
committee on foreign 
relations is 


unfriendly to his treaty, may resort 
more or less f u r t i v e l y to conferences 
with other Senators, may he reduced 
to a kind of secret lobbying for his 
measure. 
As Justice Story, in his 


"Commentaries," pay?: "The execu- 
tive Is compelled to resort to secret 
and unseen influence', Io private in- 
terviews and private arrangements 
to accomplish his own appropriate 
purposes, instead 
oC proposing and 


sustaining his own duties and meas- 
ures by a bold nnd manly appeal to 
the nation in the face of its repre- 
sentative!?."

commodated.

latter grades of all pupils In the 
city are In tho Main street school 
which greatly over 
crowding 
tho 


building, which Is not modern in the 
sense that school buildings have been 
made Biodern in the last few years.

debt to Great Britain. 


From the French point of view, and
